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JRRIGATION INVESTIGATIONS 


Duty of water is an_ irrigation 
term tivat is legally defined in the 
‘Water Rights Act as the quantity 
of water that is required to irrigate 
acre of land in each irrigating sea- 
son, May ist to ‘October 1st, This 
4s further defined as 1.5 acre fect, 
> or enough water to cover one acre 18 
inches deep, delivered at the farm 
head gate. 

At one time the lega) duty of 
water was equal to 2.00 acre feet of 
water per season or enowgh water to 
cover each acre of land 24 inches deep 
However, investigations showed that 
this was more water than could be 
beneficially used and in 1919 tha 
legal duty was changed to 18 inches 
per acre. (Water rights issued prior 
to 1919 are based on the old duty and 
those issued since that date are based 
on 18 inches. 

Experience over the years in- 
dicate that the amount of water used 
on the different projects varies wide- 
ly depending mainly on climate, soil 
type, and the crops grown, and in 
view of the expansion in irrigation 
development now under way duty 
of water, or what’ is now frequently 
referred to as the consumptive use 
of water, is a matter “of considerable 
concern, 

Data on the consumptive use of 
water, to use the more modern term 
is no less important in the case of 
existing projects, because climate 
for one thing varies considerably 
more then was evidently realized 
when large scale irrigation was 
started on the Canadian prairies some | 
fity years ago, 

To meet this need some extensive 
investigations are now! being made 
by the Dominon Experimenta] Sta- | 
tion. The primary object of this work 
ig to determine the consumptive use 
of water under varying climatic and 
goil conditions and the project in- 
cludes the establishment of duty 
water plots and a meteorological 
survey of existing projects and areas 
where irrigation devlopments are 

osed, 
a4 addition to measuring the con- 
sumptive use of water for the guid- 
ance of the engineer in designing 
fuxigationn worka the information to 
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in the businesses they were building 
up to serve others and, in the final 
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be obtained from these studies should 
be helpful to the water user. Many 
irrigation farmers have through ex- 
lperience worked out successful 
methods of irrigation. Nevertheless, 
there are problems such as_ over 
irrigation and the- maintenance of 
organic matter at the high level 
needed for maximum production and 
high quality under irrigation. These 
studies will provide means of apply- 
ing a yardstick to the various factors 
such as moisture and feitilty in order 
that the best methods of \production 
may be worked out for the benefit of |

It is 
a week in. which every agency and in- 
lividual should make special efforts 
to prevent fires by eliminating fire 
hazards in attics and basements, in 
farm yards and factories, in huts and 
hotels. ( 

Fire prevention week is set aside 
to bring home to every man woman 
and ciild in Alberta the importance 
of being careful with fire ‘Further the 
habits practiced during the week 
must be carried into every succeeding 
week of the year. Responsibility for 
preventing fires does not belong to 
voluntzer fire brigades or full-time 
fire departments; it belongs primar- 
ily to the individual. In other words, 
Prevention is your responsibility, | 
while Protection is the major concern 
of the fire fighter, ‘This applies 
whether they are volunteers in a 
smal] town or are employed on a full 
time basis in our larger centres, 

Put it this way: Where you fail in 
preventing fires the fire fighter steps 
in to protect your life and property. 

The first fire prevention day was 
observed in the United States on 
Ocober 9, 1911. This was the fortieth 
anniversary of the Great Chicago 
fire which in 1871 destroyed 17,000 
buildings valued at $168,000,000. The 
purpose was and is to bring to the 
public a much needed lesson in fire 
prevention, In 1920, President ‘Wood- 
row Wilson issued the first national 
fire prevention day proclamation, and 
two years later President Harding 
proclaimed the whole week contaia- 
ing October 9 to be observed as Fire 
Prevention Week by “every man, 
woman and child, not only during 
the week designated in this pro- 
nouncement, but tijoughout every 
house on every day of the year.’’ 

Since 1922 Fire Prevention Week, 
the anniversary of the Chicago fire, 
has been observed each year in every 
province and state, every city and 
town in the United States and Can- 
ada, It is now thoroughly established 
as the beginning of an entire year of 
intensive fine-safety work, 

In the official proclamation design- 
ating October 9 to 15 as Fire Pre- 
vention Week in Canada, it is re- 
commended “to all loving subjects 
that at some time during the week as 
may be found most practicable, all 
dwellings, bublic buildings, stores, 
warehouses and factories be care- 
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fully inspected by their occupants and 
all conditions likely to cause or pro- 
mote the spread of fires be removed.” 
Other recommendations cover inspec- 
tions of theatres, hotels, hospitals 
and other institutional building; fire 
drills for school children and factory 
workers; specia] fire safety lessons 
by school teachers or local officials; 
and by means of pubic meetings, the 
press, radio and motion pictures to 
impress upon the citizens the nationa] 
importance of protecting life and pro- 
perty from loss by fire.”

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Farm Incomes Increase Says Modern Farming Most 


PRICES AND INCOMES HAVE RISEN steadily in Canada during the 
past few years and the cost of living index has reached record heights, To 
a large extent these mounting figures have been the result of shortages 
created during the war when scarcity of labor and materials prevented the 
production of normal ‘quantities of civilian requirements. Since the war, 
many ot these shortages have disappeared, but there has been a sustained 
demand for the output of our farms and factories. While high prices are 
not looked upon with favor by consumers, it is agreed that the period since 
the war has been the most prosperous one in Canada’s history. 

e . s e s 
Farm prices have risen in company with those of 
other products and farm incomes have increased 
greatly in the last ten years. Recent figures issued 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics show that 
during the first half of 1949 the cash income of Canadian farmers totalled” 
$1,056,500,000. In 1940, the cash income from the sale of farm products 
in Canada was $766,066,000, for the entire twelve months, For the first 
six months of 1949, increases in farm income were noted in all provinces 
but New Brunswick and Prince Edward Island where there were slight 
drops due to a decrease in the value of potatoes, No figures were given 
for Newfoundland. Higher prices for calves and cattle swelled the general 
level of farm incomes, sales from livestock amounting to $347,000,000, 
see @¢ 8 

The largest single item in farm income for the 
first half of this year was the payments made 
| by the Canadian Wheat Board. The board paid 
By Wheat Board Western farmers $205,000,000 for wheat which 
it had marketed for them, Much of this was made up of equalization pay- 
ments for wheat delivered to the board since 1945, In addition, prairie 
farmers received $9,000,000 under the Prairie Farm Assistance Act which 
provides cash payments up to $500 to farmers in districts where the yield 
of wheat is-eight bushels to the acre or less. Rises in farm incomes were 
recorded for all the prairie provinces, In Saskatchewan there was an in- 
crease from $165,167,000 to $220,892,000. Manitoba farmers made §$93,- 
089,000, as compared with $72,943,000 in the first half of 1948, while in 
Alberta there was an increase from $165,719,000 to $207,249,000. There 
have been times in the past when cash income on the farms has been at 
very low levels and when returns for this very important work have been 
small, It has been shown that farmers, as a class, make wise use of their 
increased earnings in paying off debts and improving their holdings, and 
it is to be hoped that the price of farm products will continue to remain 
at levels in keeping with the general trend of business as a whole.

But the widespread use of machin- 
ery — a development particularly 
marked in the prairie west—has add- 
ed mechanical to animal and natural 
dangers. 

Saskatchewan, Canada’s greatest 
wheat-growing province, offers an 
example, It has 120,000 farmers. 
They own approximately 85,000 trac- 
tors and 40,000 combines. 

This means that two of every 
three farms has a tractor, and one 
farm in every three either owns or 
has access to a combine. In the 
United States, tractor accidents 
make up 28 per cent, of the farm 
machinery mishaps; it’s common fort 
owners to sprain or break their 
wrists or arms while cranking trac- 
tors. 

In the U.S., combines and thresh- 
ing machines account for about one- 
third as many accidents as tractors, 
and it’s a fair assumption that these 
accidents are no less frequent in 
Canada, 

Up-to-date figures are difficult to 
obtain. But during the harvesting 
season, such accidents in Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba are re- 
ported almost daily. 

The dominion bureau of statistics,

Manitoba's Big 
Game Hunting 
Starts Nov. 28 


WINNIPEG. — Sunrise Monday, 
Nov. 28, will mark the opening of 
the hunting season for big game in 
Manitoba and it will close at sunset 
Dec. 8, Hon. J. 8S. McDiarmid, minis- 
ter of mines and natural resources, 
announced, 

Deer hunting will be open in all 
parts. of the province with the ex- 
ception of the big game sanctuaries. 

The season on moose will open 
only in that part of the province 
north of the 53rd parallel. 

Barren ground caribou is closed for 
sport in all parts of the province, 
but bona fide residents in remote 
northern areas may apply for special 
licences to hunt and kill one animal 
of either sex over the age of one 
year from Dec. 1 to Dec. 31, in- 
clusive. 

There will be no open season on 
elk and woodland caribou in any 
part of the province. 

It is illegal to shoot any big game 
animal under the age of one year, 
or any female big game animal ex- 
cept barren ground caribou, A male 
animal under the age of one year is 
defined as an animal having horns 
less than three inches long, Mr. Mc- 
Diarmid said, 

Bag limits for big game hunting 
are: 

Deer: one male Virginia 
tailed) or mule (jumper). 

Moose: one male animal, 

The holder of a moose license is 
entitled to take one deer if he fails 
to take a moose.

Urges Seed 
Grain Tests 


WINNIPEG.—Seed tests for crops 
grown in 1950 on the prairies were 
urged by Dr. F. J, Greaney, director 
of Northwest Line Elevators farth 
service, 

He pointed out that the most caree 
ful cultivation even of the best land 
will not produce a good crop fro: : 
poor seed. Sound seed is the Ao 
important single factor in grain 
crop production, Dr. Greaney said. 

Suggested seed tests were for five 
main qualities; germination; smut 
and other seed carried diseases; cone 
tent of weed seeds; mechanical seed 
injury; and purity of variety, 

Conditions this year—drouth, sece 
ond growth, hail and frost—will afe 
fect the supply of high quality seed 
grain, Dr, Greaney said, which 
means loss to the farmer throug! 
lower yields and grades or because 
he has to buy new seed, 

Official government tests of see 
samples can be obtained from th 
plant products division of the agrie 
culture department in Winnipeg, 
Saskatoon or Calgary. These results, 
the farm service director warned, 
are the only ones which can be legale 
ly used in advertising seed grain for 
sale,

The great western march of the 
North West Mounted Police really 
ended late in fall of 184 ‘Quon they 
reached the foot hills of the Rockivs. 
Preparing for winter Fort McLeod 
was built. Shelter was first erected 
for the horses and then for the of- 
ficers and men. The I, G. Baker 
Stores were then under construction. 

Colone] McLeod realized that the 
region of Cypress Hills was a con- 
stant danger spot an in the spring 
of 1875 Inspector Walsh was detailed 
to lead B company to the locality and 
to establish Fort Walsh. The great 
work of the mounted police was to 
introduce law and order in a lone 
land where crime for ages had gone 
unpunished, The Cypress Hills area 
was the gathering place for hostile 
Indian tribes. It was close to the 
boundary line so whisky traders and 
other undesirable characters came to 
exploit, rob and often murder the 
primitive people. Inspector 'Walsh 
was an active and courageous officer 
and during his stay at the fort he had 
many dangers and emergencies to 
deal with.

source of trouble, There were other 
dangers as well and this marvellous 
chapter of history tells how a hand- 
full of the “Riders of the Plains” 
with endless patience and unflinch- 
ing courage kept the peace in an area

The Indian tribes were constantly 
quarreling among themselves, They 
were now well armed and were reck- 
less, restless, roving and improvident 
people..

Other forts were built but none had 
the talo of romance that centred 
around Fort Walsh, 


Such is the sketchy record of this 
old landmark. As the decades went 


is now a remount station for the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police and 
the stables and store houses are of 
a stubtantial nature, There is good 
grass und water in the neighborhood 
so the district is admirably suited for 
production of tiie type of horse re- 
quired in the service.
